After the pertics had passed a short distance, 
they heard the report of a pistol twice, 
and instantiy retuining, taey found Ans 
Thrceckmorton weltering in his biooi. He 
expired instantly. Before any one could suf- 
ficiently recover from the shock the murderers 
bad made their escape, and thus far cave not 
been orrested, thongh there are several offi- 
cers iu pursuit. Butthe most heart-rendivg 
scere was yet to follow. Mr. and Mrz. 
Throckmorton, -the parents of the deceased, 
who were jnet ccmivg in town, happened at | 
the sceve of the bloody murder of their boy, |

The scene which transpired bere is much | 
more easily imagined than described; the 
father rushed from his carriage, followed by 
his wife, the former throwing bimself on the 
dead body of the son und giving ven‘ to such 
feelings as a father alone can experience on 
such an occasion. The mother, at first real- 
izing the truth of the death of her beloved 
eor, fainted, and coming to, swooned ayain, | 
again and egaip, until overcome by the | 
excitement of the moment, lav eenseless 
in the arms of her friends, who hid come up | 
to witness the terrible scene. Now and then 
a groan indicating the suppressed agony of 
her bosom, and the terrible cries escaping 
from that of her husband, comminglicg in 
dreadful sounds, made the scene most hor- 
rible, and left the bystanders to realize the 
dreadfulness of the situation, The body was 
conveyed to the residence of Mr. Faulds, and 
was taken to Louisville for interment tis 
to be hoped that the perpetrators of the deed 
will yet be apprehended and brought to 
justice.

German Success. 

The strong German sympathies of 
Queen Vicrorta, which have molded the 
policy ot England during the present war 
and are likely now to produce a rupture in 
her Cabinet, are traceable to her own 
lineage and the nuptial alliances of herself 
and her eldest daughter. But the aristo- 
cratic party of England have something 
besides Court influence to make them pray 
for German success. They deem it a 
heavy blow and a great discouragement 
inflicted on the democratic party in Eu- 
rope. This is instinctively felt by the 
democrats themselves; and the repre- 
sentative men of the democracies ot Italy 
and Spam—GarrsaLpr and CasTELAR— 
join with the democrats of England in 
crying for the retrieval of the fortunes of 
France. “for the first time since the 
establishment of the United States,” says 
the Saturday Review, “the advancing 
tide .ot democracy has been turned and 
the ebb has begun. The rise in the world 
of so great # power as Germany will pro- 
duce an instructive imitation of her sys- 
tem and methods, Governments, against 
their will, will be compelled to 
strengthen themselves; and the grea 
body of thinkers who, like Mr. 
CARLYLE, have carried their admira- 
tion of strong government and their hatred 
of anarchy perhaps. even to excess, will 
no longer be found to be hopelessly out of 
the current of the age.” In other wofds, 
it will become fashionable to admire the 
strong paternal system under which 
judges were caned for their decisions by 
FREDERICK the Great, and no one will be 
found so poor as to praise the plebeian 
jnstitutions of the United States. For 
this “anti-democratic revolution” the 
Saturday Review thanks Germany, and 
adds that “her example will introduce 
a new element into our political theories— 
an element which has long been deficient 
and much needed.” Germany is now re- 
garded in England as a bulwark against 
the democratic idea which, emanating 
trom America, had spread over Europe like 
a spark among the ready prepared tinder. 
“But now,” says the Review, thanking 
Germany and congratulati.g the crowns 
and coronets of the old world, “there is 
felt a need of stropg government; men Ccan- 
not forever be led by their momentary in- 
stincts; they demand that thce’e should be 
comprehended and dominated by a cen- 
tral power, which alone can give to all 
the greatest measure of satisfaction.” The 
battle against Republican France1s not 
won yet, and, with this interpretation of 
its significance ringing in the ears of Amer- 
icans, they will hope that France may yet 
prove strong enough to crush a German 
despotism, as Germany has crusksed a 
French despotism. If this war should, af- 
ter all, not only free France trom Bona- 
partim, but emancipate Germany from 
the paternal cane of the FrepeRicgs, it 
will prove a costly blessing, but a biessing, 
ind: ed, to both peoples. 


The Mask is Removed. 

Let us, if we can, take a serious view of 
the apostasy of the Mobile Register to the 
White Man’s party, whereof it was the 
tounder and the orgaa. 

Not more than three months ago the 
Register beld up the repeal of the Fifteenth 
amendment as the fundamental! test of all 
orthodoxy and declared that the bare con- 
ception of its validity embodied the 
essence of all treason. It not only refused 
to recognize the negro as a legal voter, 
but it reiused him the poor boon ot being 
permitted te vote the Democratic ticket 
It set its face everlastingly, and on princi- 
ple, against what it elegantly described as 
the negroizing of the Democratic party. 
The Democratic party, it vociferated, was 
a white man’s party and only a white 
man’s party. It was not to be “veneered 
with negroism.” It was not to soil its 
whiteness with “negro fly sirup.” It was 
to be kept forever pure and spotless, so that, 
when the evil day passed over, it could 
appear immaculate and disfranchise the 
negro, repealing the Fifteenth amendment 
and restoring the integrity of the ballot. 

We suggested, in our habitually modest 
and unobtrusive way, that this scheme 
was not only impracticable but both dan- 
gerous and needless. We did not counsel 
anybody to seek the negro vote. We dis- 
tinctly said over and over again that the 
negro vote had best be left out of our 
platforms and consigned to candidates and 
localities that could do with it as they 
pleased. In States like South Carolina, 
where it amounted tosomething, it would, 
doubtless, become an object to each party. 
In States like Kentucky, where it amount- 
ed to little, 1t would not be an object or 
even a hindrance to the Democracy, and, 
therefore, we thought the Democratic 
party had better leave italone. As we aid 
not need it in Kentucky, there was no 
cause to seek it. But, as it was not likely 
to do us any harm, and as it was upon us 
anyhow, it was absurd to make an idle 
war on it. Sucha war could do us no good 
and it might get up disturbances that 
would do us much harm. In any event it 
would supply capital to our enemies and 
produce stumbling blocks to our friends, 
who were, as in Georgia and Louisiana, 
making an effort to secure, or at least to 
modify, the negro yote. Farther, we ex- 
pressed the belief that the Fifteenth amend- 
ment was conclusive; that it could not be 
repealed short of a revolution for which 
the Democratic party was unprepared; and 
we counseled against the display of a fac- 
tious spirit at variance with recognized 
events and sound common sense.

The Balance ot ‘Power. 

French politicians seem to be eminently 
right when they say that the decrease of 
the French influence would destroy the 
balance of power in Europe and throw the 
whole system of European! diplomacy out 
of gear. Who would have imagined but a 
few months ago that the anaexation of 
territories containing over twelve millions 
of inhabitants to one of the five great powers 
of Europe could be effected without the 
protest and the military interference of the 
other powers? And yet such is 
the case; for the admission of Ba- 
varia, Wurtemberg, Baden and Hesse into 
the North German Confederaticn is simply 
nothing but an annexation of those coun- 
tries to Prussia. Their sovereigns are 
stripped of every power in their respective 
countries, and nothing remains to them 
but an empty title. And still everything 
is quiet on this subject in European diplo- 
matic circles, Not a protest is raised, not 
a single note dispatched. France is not 
quite conquered yet, and still all the rest 
of Europe trembles before her haughty 
invader. 

Much has been said and written of the 
crait and astuteness of European diplo- 
matists. But just now, BisMARCK seems 
to have monopolized those diplomatic 
qualities. France humbled and 
crushed, nothing can stay the 
power of Germany on the Continent. 
Austria, who bears France a grudge for 
the manner im which she abandoned her 
to her fate in 1866, will regret her present 
inaction. For the German part of Aus- 
tria, and this is composed of her best and 
most intelligent provinces, will yearn to 
become united with the rest of Germany, 
just as Venitia did with Italy. Let but a 
few years pass by, let Prussia but recover 
from her present losses, and the German 
legions will pour into the Empire of the 
HAPseuRGs and give the finishing stroke 
to that venerable but rotten structure. 
Austria, which could have rendered emi- 
nent assistance as the ally of France, will 
then be almost helpless in the hands of a 
powerful enemy, who will reduce her to a 
third-rate power. 

This destruction of the balance of power 
becomes evident ajso in the present action 
of Russia. She would not have dared to 
abrogate the treaty of Paris a year ago, for 
it would have brought an array of ‘power 
on her heels that would have trightened 
even the Russian Bear. But, France down, 
what has Russia to fear? England has no 
army, and Austria and Turkey are bank- 
rupt. Besides, Austiia hat Prussia in her 
rear, which has enough soldiers to spare to 
threaten her flanks if she should move 
against Russia. The events of 1870 have 
brought about a wonderful change. The 
whole tace of Europe 1s changed, the bal- 
but two powers now in Europe, Russia 
and Germany.

Beyond all that, 
however, there is no selection In the portfolio of 
Mr. Thomas that evidences mere wonderfally bis 
absolute command over every action of the mem- 
bers of bis orchestra, and is therefore, 
we imegipe, the most successful of bis 
pieces. We cease to wonder at this 
perfection to which Mr. Thomas has bgought 
his orchestra, when we notice the evident ani 
pervacirg s;mpathys that he has himself with the 
mu-ic before Jim. Absolved from the mere me- 
chanical work of the performers, he throws his 
whole soul into the proper expression of the mu- 
sic, and we verily believe that a molety of its ef- 
fect upor the audience is due to Its being the re- 
flection of the Impress it has made upon him, 
finding its voice In the wave of his baton. With 
the rendering af a passage of peculiar beauts, 
which, withsl,j be must have heard re- 
peated a thousand times, his face will enkindle 
anda nervous energy wiil transmit itself from 
his arm to the Instruments of the orchestra, 
whose masters walt expectant upon the halt or 
thehaste of its Movement.

ON TO SHELBY. 


Trial Trmp Over the New Railroad to 
the Interior. 


AN IMPORTANT PUBLIC WORK. 


The completion of the Shelby railroad, con- 
necting this city with Shelbyville, the counts 
seat of Shelby county, has already been an- 
mounced. Yesterday 

THE FIRST PASSENGER TRAIN 
passed over the road, The train was a gpecia! 
one, and consisted of an engine and one passen- 
gercoach. Inthetrain were Col. Samuel Gill, 
General Superintendent; J. E. Gimperiing, Ese., 
, and Henry Steflee, Esq., 
Genera! Ticket Agent of the Lonmetile and Cla- 
Cinnati Short-lime, and one or two others. The 
excursion was for the purpose of inspecting the 
road and preparing for opening for business. 
The train left the city at 8:40 a. m., and proceed. 
ea to Anchorage, where the party was joined by 
Mr. George C. McMichael, Assistant Engineer. 
who aided in the construction of the new road. 


COMMENCEMENT OF THE WORK.

HOW THE ROAD WAS BUILT. 

Shelby county subscribed $800,000; the city of 
Loutsville $90,000,to be expended betwe. n An- 
chorage and Sbelbyville; and private subscrip- 
tlopns to the amount of $11,600 were received in 
Jefferson county. 

PROPOSED EXTENSION. 

It ig contemplated to extend the road niti- 
mutely to Danville, there to cornect with the 
Lebanon branch of the Lou'sville and Nashville 
Railroad. To this end the city of Loutsvills sub- 
scribed $5,000 per mile from the junction to 
Denville. Anderson county has voied $150,000, 
and it was expected that Shelby, Boyle and Mer- 
or would subscribe $700,000. Ic ts cs'imated 
that $25,000 per mile, or $1,300,000, will compiete 
ibe read to Danville.

One Freight Train Runs Iato Anothet. 
Near Lagrange on the

TWO MEN KILLED. 


Last night, Letween 8 and 9 o’clock, an acci+ 
dent bappened on the o°d line of the Loulsvilte, 
Cincinnat! and Lexington raliroad, by which 
‘wo men Were ivstantly killed and a number of 
others badly wounded. Atapointtwo miles be- 
yond Lagrange the regular freight train, bound 
west, Was runinto by an extra freight train, also 
bound west, and the engineer, James Cavin, and 
fircman, Samuel Bonte, of the latter, were in- 
Stantly killed, 

The trains were principally loaded with live 
stock—mules aod hogs—being shipped to this 
city,and a number of drovers accompanied them, 
Ten of them are reported among those who were 
badly wounded, the name of one man, Woods, 
being given. Fhe trains were badly wrecked, 
and the gtock must have been heavily damaged, 
though the particulars, as recetved by telegraph, 
ere very meager.

RIVER THIEVES. 


Arrest ‘et a Party of of Ohio Bandits. 

For scme time past farmers and residents along 
the Ohio river, between here and Cinctonati. 
bave missed many articles in the way of vege- 
tables, fruit, snd farming implemegts. Ia the 
latter part of last week Mes<ra. J. P. Lamson and 
Wm. Park, both living at Lampson’s Landing, 
four miles above Carrol'ton, on thre other side of 
the river, found that several bags of wheat, 
some onion sets, a lot of fruit, and some farm- 
ing tools were missing. This robbery confirmed 
the su-pitions which other robberies had cre- 
ated thatthe neighborhood was infested bv a 
gaog of thieves. Diligent injulries were made, 
tut the guiltef the robbery could not be fixed 
on any one, and it was assumed thatthere must 
he agarg of thieves moving up and down the 
river. In the meantime detectives along the 
river had been informed of the fact, and in this 
city Detsctive C. W. Tiller had the maiter in 
hand, and Kept leoking afcer all suspicious 
parties. He was S@ermed of the facts above 
stated, and k‘pt a close watch on the 
river, opposite the upper part of the city, and on 
the adjoining wharf. He has bad biseyes ontwo 
men, the occupants of a small frame house, he- 
longing to Mr. Thomas Dunn, situated on the 
cut-off, as their unaccountable actions led him to 
suppose that all was not right, and yesterday 
morpinog be made a rald on the house and found 
articles, distributed about the room, answering 
the description of the things stolen from Messrs.
